Apple finds ideal

Edmonton film location scouts 
helped choose local winter 
scenes for an Apple iPhone 5 
holiday commercial that was 
posted on YouTube Monday. 

The Cloverdale neighbour¬ 
hood was featured in the 
“Misunderstood” commercial 
after local scouts went out and 
looked for winter scenes for 
the promotional video. 

“The initial thought was 
that it might be done in a 
smaller town, but as the 
pictures started to come in, 
the producers narrow in on 
a specific look,” said Brad 


Stromberg, film commission¬ 
er with the Edmonton Eco¬ 
nomic Development Corpora¬ 
tion. “As they started to hone 
around the look they were 
hoping to achieve, the look 
they found around Edmonton 
was the one that ended up be¬ 
ing chosen.” 

Apple declined to com¬ 
ment on the commercial, as 
they don’t comment on their 
marketing. 

The commercial was filmed 
at the beginning of December 
for about a week, said Strom¬ 
berg. Local scouts went out 
and took photos of area neigh¬ 
bourhoods and later submit¬ 
ted them to producers, who 
felt the photos highlighted the 
look they were going for in the 
commercial, said Stromberg. 

“It’s fun. It’s great,” said Su¬

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No strife expected 


Negotiations 
move ahead with 
all city unions 

There will be a lot of baclc- 
and-forth next year as the 
City of Edmonton plans 
to negotiate with all of its 
unions in 2014. 

The city’s firefighters 
are currently in arbitration, 
and the city’s other civic 
union along with Edmon¬ 
ton police have contracts 
expiring later this month. 

Mayor Don Iveson said 
he expects less pressure 
on wages this year because 
the province is exercising 
restraint, and that should 
filter down. 

“I fully expect we’re 
going to see lower settle¬ 
ments in the coming years, 
based on the signals that 
are coming out of the 
provincial government’s 
negotiations,” he said. 

Iveson said with more 
than half of the city’s costs 
related to labour, any in¬ 
crease in wage settlements 
would be felt. 

“The rate of change in 
that makes a big difference 
to the budget and to the 
tax bill,” he said. 

CUPE Local 30 head 
Mike Scott, who represents 
many of the city’s workers, 
said he doesn’t anticipate 
the negotiations will be 
particularly difficult. 

Scott said the last round 
of bargaining did happen 
in a different climate and 
he’s not expecting a large 
increase in wages. 

“I’m bracing my 
membership for the worst 
and hoping for the best,” 
he said, adding that the 
city can’t push too hard 
because city workers have 
skills that transfer to the 
private sector. 

“The City of Edmonton 
is not a niche employer,” 
Scott said, ryan tumilty/metro

Edmonton’s police chief 
warns that due to tight re¬ 
sources and a growing call 
volume, local authorities may 
have trouble cracking histor¬ 
ic homicide cases in 2014. 

In a year-end interview 
with Metro, Chief Rod Knecht 


explained that thanks to 
fewer murders in 2013, the 
police service was able to 
focus its attention on solving 
historic homicide cases. 

“Back in 2011, when I 
became the chief, we had a 
record year for homicides — 
we had 50 homicides for that 
year, so we had to look at re- 
appropriating the resources 
internally,” he explained, not¬ 
ing two more officers were 
added this year as part of an 
initiative to expand the homi¬ 
cide department. 

After just 25 murders to 
date in 2013, the EPS homi¬ 
cide unit was able use their 
increased resources to tackle

requiring 104 minutes of an 
officer’s time. 


older cases that had been not 
been solved, including the 
2008 murder of Andrew Fang. 

“Our folks would tell you, 
if we had the time and re¬ 
sources, we could solve a lot 
of these,” Knecht said, add¬ 
ing EPS has more than 100 
unsolved historic homicide 
cases. 


“This has been one of 
those years where we had the 
opportunity to look at some 
of those homicides that are 
solvable and bring them to 
fruition.” 

In the year ahead, Knecht 
said EPS will continue to 
focus on driving down vio¬ 
lence even if they do not get 
the opportunity to whittle 
down the historic homicide 
case load, despite their two 
new officers. 

“For 2014, we are going to 
continue with (the violence- 
reduction strategy),” he said. 
“We have had some real 
success with that with the 
growth of the city.”

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Drug approved. New 

treatment for hepatitis C 
will change lives: Doctor 


An Edmonton doctor is calling 
a new drug to treat people liv¬ 
ing with chronic hepatitis C a 
game-changer. 

“It really is a phenomenal 
drug,” said Dr. Stephen Shaf- 
ran, who works at the Division 
of Infectious Diseases at the 
University of Alberta. 

While the drug was ap¬ 
proved by Health Canada last 
week and not currently avail¬ 
able to patients, Shafran said 
that Sofosbuvir (brand name 
Sovaldi) is effective against all 
known strains of hepatitis C 
and did not react to any other 
important drugs during clin¬ 
ical trials. 

“That’s a big problem with 
some of the existing drugs,” 
Shafran said. 

Over time, the disease has a 
significant impact on the liver. 

Shafran said due to con¬ 
tinued scarring of the organ by 
hepatitis C, many people suf¬ 
fer from cirrhosis of the liver, 



which can lead to liver failure. 

Often, a liver transplant is 
necessary, which is what hap¬ 
pened to Edmonton resident 
Vemen Foreman. 

After contracting hepatitis 
C in 1970, Foreman received a 
new Ever in September. 

“I’ve had it a long time,” 
Foreman said, who had tried a 
number of different hepatitis 
C medications with no success. 

Foreman said he is hoping 
to take part in an upcoming 
study in the new year.

The Edmonton Catholic School 
District trustees voted Tuesday 
night to ask the province for 
nine new modulars to meet 
high enrolment demands. 

If approved, Monsignor 
William Irwin will receive five 
new modulars and one wet 
unit (a portable with plumb- 
ing). 

St. Dominic, Our Lady of 
Prairies and St. Clement will

receive one portable each in 
the first phrase. The extra 
classroom space will cost the 
school district $2.25 million, 
which they would spend from 
capital reserves. 

“We need to move forward 
as quickly as possible.... Sep¬ 
tember will be here before we 
know it and we have huge, 
huge emergent needs around 
the city,” said Superintendent 
Joan Carr at the meeting. 

The school district is look¬ 
ing for a total of 44 new mod¬ 


ulars from Alberta Education, 
28 of which are replacements, 
with the nine they asked for 
being just the first phase of a 
broader plan. 

The schools to receive the 
portables are fisted by prior¬ 
ity, according to division staff 
at the Tuesday board meeting. 
Monsignor William Irvin, a K-6 
school, currently sits at a 109 
per cent capacity rate. 

District staff will make the 
modulars in-house, which 
will make them easily trans¬ 
portable once completed. The 
modulars in phase one are ex¬ 
pected to be finished by Sept. 
2014. 

The board also passed a mo¬ 
tion for the second phase of 
the plan, for three more mod¬ 
ulars, with an undetermined 
date.

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Murder trial. Knox 
declares innocence in 
email to Italian court 


Amanda Knox declared her 
innocence in her room¬ 
mate’s 2007 murder in a 
highly unusual email Tues¬ 
day to the Italian court 
hearing the case against 
her. The former U.S. ex¬ 
change student also said 
she was staying away from 
the trial out of fear of being 
wrongly convicted. 

“I didn’t kill. I didn’t 
rape. I didn’t rob. I didn’t 
plot. I didn’t instigate. I 
didn’t kill Meredith,” Knox 
wrote. 

Presiding Judge Alessan¬ 


dro Nencini read the five- 
page email written in Ital¬ 
ian into the court record. 
He noted that the email, 
presented by Knox’s law¬ 
yers before their closing 
arguments, was not a nor¬ 
mal procedure in Italy. He 
said it highlighted Knox’s 
absence and indicated it 
did not have the same legal 
standing as a declaration 
made in person. 

Knox explained her ab¬ 
sence was out of fear that 
she would be wrongly con¬ 
victed.

Deadly crash. Officer 
says captain ‘distracted’ 
by phone chat 


A Costa Concordia official 
has testified that the cruise 
ship’s captain was distracted 
and talking on the telephone 
when the liner approached a 
Tuscan island shortly before 
it crashed. 

Ciro Ambrosio, who was 
the first officer when the ship 
crashed on Jan. 13, 2012, told 
a court in Tuscany Tuesday 
he had to communicate with 
hand gestures with Captain 


Francesco Schettino because 
the commander was chatting 
on the phone. Ambrosio said 
he was off duty but took the 
helm and gave orders to the 
helmsman because Schettino 
was “distracted.” 

Prosecutors say the Con¬ 
cordia struck a reef because 
it sailed too close to Giglio 
island.

Putin offers Ukraine 
$ 15 B bailout, cheap gas

Russian President Vladimir 
Putin on Tuesday opened 
his wallet in the battle with 
the European Union over 
Ukraine’s future, saying 
Moscow will buy $15 billion 
worth of Ukrainian govern¬ 
ment bonds and sharply cut 
the price of natural gas for 
its economically struggling 
neighbour. 

The announcements came 
after Putin held talks in Mos¬ 


cow with Ukrainian President 
Viktor Yanukovych, who 
is facing massive protests 
at home for his decision to 
shelve a pact with the EU 
in favour of closer ties with 
Moscow. Russia’s bailout 
package angered protesters, 
who immediately accused 
Yanukovych of selling out the 
country to the Kremlin. 

Washington said the 
Kremlin agreements would 
not address concerns of the 
demonstrators in Kyiv, and 
German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel dismissed what she 
described as a “bidding com¬ 
petition” over Ukraine. 

Putin’s move came as 
Ukraine said it desperately 


needs to get at least $10 bil¬ 
lion in the coming months to 
avoid bankruptcy. The Fitch 
ratings agency has given 
Ukraine’s bonds a B-minus 
rating, which puts them in 
“junk bond” territory. 

Putin sought to calm pro¬ 
testers in Kyiv by saying he 
and Yanukovych didn’t dis¬ 
cuss the prospect of Ukraine 
joining a Moscow-dominated 
economic bloc they fear will 
pull their countiy closer into 
Russia’s orbit. 

Yanukovych has man¬ 
oeuvred between Russia and 
the EU in an apparent search 
for the best possible deal. He 
has insisted Ukraine intends 
to sign the EU agreement 


but wants to negotiate better 
conditions. 

But neither Putin nor 
Yanukovych mentioned the 
possibility on Tuesday, and 
they didn’t take questions, 
suggesting they were keep¬ 
ing their messaging tightly 
controlled. 

Putin emphasized that 
Russia’s decision to buy the 
Ukrainian securities wasn’t 
contingent on Kyiv freez¬ 
ing social payments to its 
citizens — a clear jab at 
the International Monet¬ 
ary Fund, which has pushed 
Ukraine to reduce spending 
as a condition for providing a 
bailout loan.

Defamation. 

Toronto mayor's 
statement not enough 
to halt lawsuit 


Rob Ford’s apology Tuesday 
for his televised comments 
about Daniel Dale failed to 
satisfy the Toronto Star repor¬ 
ter, who said he is going ahead 
with a defamation lawsuit 
against the Toronto mayor. 

Ford read a statement in 
council saying he didn’t in¬ 
tend to suggest Dale is a pedo¬ 
phile during a televised inter¬ 
view with Conrad Black. 

“I never called Mr. Dale a 
pedophile,” Ford said. “I have 
never used that word to de¬ 
scribe Mr. Dale. I do not be¬ 
lieve Mr. Dale is a pedophile 
nor did I intend to suggest 
that in my comments.” 

Ford said he apologizes if 
his “actual words” have caused 
Dale any harm or personal 
offence. The mayor called it 
“unfortunate” that a word he 
never said has been “ascribed” 
to him by the media. 


Those remarks come a 
week after Ford initially said 
he stood by every word of the 
interview. 

Dale served Ford last week 
with a libel notice, demand¬ 
ing the mayor retract all of his 
false claims about what hap¬ 
pened during an incident near 
Ford’s house in May 2012. 

Hours after Ford read his 
statement, Dale issued one 
of his own on Twitter, saying 
Ford’s apology didn’t even 
come close to what he sought. 

“In his ‘apology,’ the mayor 
didn’t retract anything at all,” 
Dale wrote. “Instead, he blamed 
the media for its reasonable in¬ 
terpretation of his words.” 

During the interview with 
Black, which aired Dec. 9 on 
VisionTV, Ford claimed that 
Dale was in his backyard, “tak¬ 
ing pictures of little kids.” 

“I don’t want to say that 
word, but you start thinking 
what this guy is all about,” 
Ford said. 

If pedophile wasn’t “that 
word,” then someone should 
ask Ford what word he was 
suggesting, Dale said.

Appears ashamed while 
delivering a statement in 
response to a video that sur¬ 
faced of a rambling, enraged 
Ford in a profanity-laced 
tirade in which he threatens 
to kill someone. 

Nov. 5: 

Apologizes after admitting 
he had indeed smoked crack 
cocaine, likely in one of his 
drunken stupors. 

Nov. 3: 

Apologizes on his now- 
cancelled radio show for 
making mistakes including 
appearing in public while 
“hammered” and texting 
while driving. 

May 27: 

Apologizes to reporters for 
calling them a “bunch of 
maggots” during his radio 
show.

Simon offered a giant 
$ 1-million cheque to the 
Canadian Sealers Association 
and said his intention is to re¬ 
spectfully encourage govern¬ 
ments to legislate an end to 
seal licences while protecting 
aboriginal hunts. 

In a letter dated Tuesday to 
Eldred Woodford, president 
of the Canadian Sealers Asso¬ 
ciation, Simon said he’s mak¬ 


ing the offer after the World 
Trade Organization upheld 
Europe’s ban on imported 
seal products.

Dramatic rescue in 
Ontario firestorm 


Worker trapped. 

Helicopter used to 
save worker stuck 
above massive blaze 


In a dramatic rescue Tuesday 
that drew a gasping crowd, a 
militaiy helicopter airlifted 
a worker trapped on a crane 
above a massive fire in Kings¬ 
ton, Ont. 

Police said the crane oper¬ 
ator suffered only minor in¬ 
juries after being stranded 
when the blaze broke out 
around 2:15 p.m. at an apart¬ 
ment building that was under 


construction. 

John Ashie was working 
at his family’s car dealership 
down the street when his fath¬ 
er asked him about the black 
smoke that was rising above 
the neighbourhood. 

The 22-year-old stepped 
onto the street just in time to 
see bright orange flames burst 
through the roof of the five- 
storey apartment complex. 

“Thirty seconds went by 
and then the whole top was 
up in flames,” Ashie said. “It 
seemed kind of out of control 
at that point, by the time the 
first fire truck got there.” 

Not long after, those who 
had gathered to watch fire of¬ 


ficials battle the blaze noticed 
a figure perched atop a con¬ 
struction crane at the burning 
apartment complex. 

There were a few anxious 
moments as those on the 
ground watched the fire con¬ 
tinue to grow. 

“As the flames started to 
get bigger and bigger and big¬ 
ger, it started to get pretty wor¬ 
risome,” said Ashie. “He must 
have been going through hell 
up there.” 

A Griffon helicopter de¬ 
ployed from CFB Trenton 
plucked the worker from the 
crane and took him to a wait¬ 
ing ambulance.

Group challenges 
Ottawa's refugee

Healing process. 

A team of 11 grief 
counsellors stays busy 
providing individual 
and group therapy 


Staring at the spot where 
her sister’s bed once stood, 
all she could make out amid 
the ash was a nest of mat¬ 
tress springs gnarled by the 
intense heat. 

Louise Boulet said the 
building that housed young¬ 
er sister Marie-France’s home 
had burned to the founda¬ 
tion shortly after a runaway 
train carrying volatile crude 
oil roared into her Quebec 
town of Lac-Megantic. 

The tanker wagons 
bounced off the tracks in 
July and erupted in a series 
of powerful explosions, raz¬ 
ing part of Lac-Megantic’s 
core and killing 47 people in 
the middle of the night. 

Marie-France Boulet, 62, 
was among the victims, 
though officials could not 
positively identify her re¬ 
mains. Her sister believes 
she was likely deep asleep. 

With 2013 coming to 
a close, the Boulet family, 
like so many in the region, 
are working to rebuild their 
lives and their town follow¬ 
ing a disaster that grabbed 
the world’s attention. 

Since the July 6 crash, 
millions of dollars in gov¬ 
ernment funding has been 
pledged for the massive en¬ 
vironmental cleanup and 


reconstruction; blueprints 
have been sketched for a 
new downtown; and discus¬ 
sions are underway to see 
whether the tracks can even¬ 
tually be rerouted outside 
of railway-dependent Lac- 
Megantic. 

All of these changes are 
taking place amid an on¬ 
going grieving process for 
the town of 6,000. 

The Boulet clan, who held 
a funeral for Marie-France in 
September, is one of three 
families advised this month 
that the remains of their 
loved one could not be iden¬ 
tified. To date, eight of the 
47 victims have yet to be 
positively identified through 
scientific testing, though 
their deaths have been de¬ 
clared. 

The healing process has 
been difficult for many in 
Lac-Megantic. 

The autumn calendar was 
filled with funeral after fu¬ 
neral and locals have had to 
make do without their old 
gathering places, such as the 
shops along Lac-Megantic’s 
charming downtown strip. 
The area has been trans¬ 
formed into a large construc¬ 
tion site enclosed by fences. 

The annual hum of Christ¬ 
mas shoppers has been 
replaced by the rumble of 
baclchoes and dump trucks. 

“It’s not a big town. I 
stopped going to funerals 
after the eighth funeral,” 
said resident Lucie Bilodeau, 
whose boyfriend’s niece was 
killed in the crash.

industiy and the economy. 

The insolvent company 
at the centre of the disas¬ 
ter — Montreal, Maine & 


Atlantic Railway Ltd. — is 
expected to be sold in the 
coming weeks. Following 
the July derailment, MMA 
announced it would stop 
transporting crude oil on 
the rail line. 

Mayor Colette Roy-Laro- 
che, however, is concerned 
that the next owner could 
eventually resume cash¬ 
generating oil shipments 
through town, cargo that 
would raise concerns among 
many locals. She said the 
municipality is examining 


its options to prevent it 
from happening. 

The MMA and petroleum- 
logistics companies connect¬ 
ed to the oil that exploded 
in Lac-Megantic are facing 
lawsuits on both sides of the 
border for the disaster. 

Last week, a warrant was 
granted to allow Transport 
Canada to search Irving Oil’s 
office in Saint John, N.B. The 
train was loaded with oil 
destined for Irving’s refineiy 
in Saint John.

Labour conditions. 

Bangladesh tragedy has 
led to some reforms, 
but effect on shoppers 
still remains to be seen 


The world’s worst garment 
industiy accident had ripple 
effects beyond Bangladesh 
in 2013, as the fatal building 
collapse turned a lens on poor 
conditions endured by work¬ 
ers and brought fresh focus to 
production practices used to 
create affordable goods. 

More than 1,100 people 
died in the April 24 tragedy 
at the illegally constructed 
Rana Plaza. Items created for 
Canadian label Joe Fresh were 
among those manufactured 
on-site, but a number of other 
clothing makers were also 
housed in the complex. 

Joe Fresh brand owner 
Loblaw Companies Ltd. joined 


several retailers in signing a 
pact to improve fire and build¬ 
ing safety in Bangladesh. In 
October, the company said it 
would provide short-term fi¬ 
nancial support to all workers 
or dependents of New Wave 
Style (which produced Joe 
Fresh items) and plans to join 
with British retailer Primarlc 
to provide financial assistance 
to workers of all retailers in 
the factoiy plaza. 

While there have been 
corporate reforms in the after¬ 
math of the tragic incident, 
whether there will be a long¬ 
term impact on how consum¬ 
ers shop remains uncertain. 

“Ultimately, what it’s go¬ 
ing to come down to is that 
industiy needs to make these 
changes so that consumers 
can still shop with the conven¬ 
ience and the ease that they’re 
used to — just knowing that 
the brands that they’re buying 
from have cleaned up their 
act — and that they’re making

NSA. How a1970s purse- 
snatching case influenced 
anti-terror surveillance 


The small-time case of a Balti¬ 
more purse-snatcher who got 
nabbed after crank-calling his 
victim in 1976 laid the legal 
groundwork for today’s world¬ 
wide government surveillance 
of telephone records in the 
name of protecting the U.S. 
from terrorists. 

The U.S. Supreme Court 
eventually heard the case of 
Michael Lee Smith, ruling that 
the government was allowed 
to collect his phone records to 
tie him to the purse-snatching. 
And since the Sept. 11 attacks, 
the National Security Agency 
has used that case to justify the 
collection of “metadata” — the 
duration of calls and the phone 
numbers used to make and re¬ 
ceive them — of hundreds of 
millions of Americans and for¬ 
eigners. 

But a federal judge and even 
the prosecutor who pressed for 
the purse-snatcher’s convic¬ 
tion say the government has 
gone too far. Now, it may well 
take a new Supreme Court rul¬ 
ing to settle whether the Bal¬

Doing 

The Santa Barbara mission 
on Laguna Street might be 
the prettiest of the Spanish 
missions that dot the state of 
California.

The Four Sea¬ 
sons Biltmore is a beauti¬ 
fully landscaped property 
on the beach, just south 
of downtown. They have 
more than 2,000 varieties 
of plants, everything from 
giant yellow hyacinths and 
birds of paradise to giant fig 
trees planted around wind¬ 
ing paths with romantic gas 
lanterns.

Dining 

Bouchon is an intimate res¬ 
taurant on Victoria Street 
with stunning southern

Carlitos on State Street is 
a great Mexican place with 
a pretty patio that’s just 
made for margarita tasting.

Packing has to be more than 
just jamming a bunch of wrin¬ 
kled clothes into an old duffel 
bag. As prices for checked bags 
creep upward (it can cost any¬ 
where between $25 to $175 if 
your suitcase is overweight), 
loiowing how to get where 
you’re going with as little bulk 
as possible is vital to making 
your trip a good one. 

Donna Smallin Kuper 
knows a thing or two about 
tight spaces (and organizational 
wizardiy). She’s the author of 
The One Minute Organizer, 
and a recent convert to the no¬ 
madic tribe of RV enthusiasts 
(she’s gone cross-country and 


has plans for several stops in 
2014.) Kuper says that wrinkles 
must be out of the question 
when space is tight. “I don’t 
own an iron anymore,” she 
admits, adding that all of the 
outfits she packed into her RV 
were wrinkle-resistant. “When 
you’re selecting outfits, think 
about what can you roll up and 
then unroll with virtually no 
wrinkles,” she suggests. 

If you can’t avoid bringing 
a blazer or a dress shirt that 
may wrinkle while packed in 
a suitcase, Kuper’s solution is 
to use the plastic from the diy 
cleaner’s to line the inside and 
outside of the piece of clothing. 
“What happens is that the plas¬ 
tic bag helps prevent it from 
creasing,” she says. “The fabric 
rolls around the plastic so it’s 
good enough so that you can 
get where you’re going and 
immediately hang those items 
and you’ll be fine.” 

When it comes to a love of 
shoes, Kuper says to start with 
weight and go from there. “I 
usually wear my heaviest shoes. 


Other tips 


• Always travel with a few 
plastic bags to transport 
muddy/wet clothes back 
home. 


• Choose a colour scheme 
for your outfits. "That 
way everything you bring 
can mix and match and 
you don’t need as many 
things. 


If I plan to bring boots, I’m go¬ 
ing to wear them on my travel 
days because they take up so 
much room,” she says. 

Patrick Smith’s love of travel 
extends beyond his job as a pi¬ 
lot. He’s been to more than 80 
countries worldwide and re¬ 
cently authored a book, Ask the 
Pilot, based on his blog of the 
same name. Smith approaches 
travel with a perspective that’s 
inspiring to anyone who has 
wrestled with increased secur¬ 
ity, baggage fees and long lines: 


“Airplanes are more than just a 
means to an end, it’s a part of 
the journey,” he says, acknow¬ 
ledging that this carefree atti¬ 
tude is a harder sell now that 
flying can be a bummer. 

Smith has love for the small, 
neat roller bag he brings with 
him — and inside is evidence 
of his black-belt packing experi¬ 
ence. He says he has packing 
down to an art, getting ready 
for a 10 day, multi-country trip 
in 25 minutes. His advice starts 
with the gadgets that ultim¬ 
ately rule our lives: chargers, 
USB cables, headphones and 
the like. “I did an inventoiy on 
all the stuff that I cany with me 
now that I didn’t carry with me 
10 years ago and it’s startling,” 
he says. “These things are sup¬ 
posed to make life easier, but 
they make packing difficult.” 

Smith suggests keeping all 
of the technological amenities 
in one pouch, and to buy a 
second version of any tech ac¬ 
cessories so that you can have 
one pouch with eveiything 
ready to go.

Wrongful-death lawsuit. 

Family of shooting victim 
suing Aaron Hernandez 


Former New England Patriots 
tight end Aaron Hernandez 
has been sued by the family of 
a man he’s accused of killing 
while police investigate the 
death of another person on the 
peripheiy of that case. 

The wrongful-death lawsuit 
was filed Monday in Superior 
Court in New Bedford, Mass., 
according to The Herald-News, 
based in nearby Fall River. 

Hernandez has pleaded not 
guilty to murder in the June 17 
shooting death of Odin Lloyd, a 
semi-professional football play¬ 
er who was dating the sister of 
Hernandez’s girlfriend. He is 
held without bail. 

The lawsuit alleges Her¬ 
nandez “maliciously, willfully, 
wantonly, recklessly or by 
gross negligence caused Odin 
Lloyd to suffer personal injur¬ 
ies that directly resulted in his 
death.” 

The Lloyd family’s attorney, 
Kevin J. Phelan, declined to 
comment on Tuesday. 

The court filing says un¬ 
specified damages probably ex¬ 
ceed the value of Hernandez’s 
$1.25 million home, and it 
seeks a real estate attachment 
up to $5 million. The Lloyd 
family also seeks a court order 
to keep the Patriots from pay¬ 



ing Hernandez more than $3 
million it’s believes he’s owed 
from his contract. 

A hearing is scheduled 
Thursday on those two re¬ 
straining orders to preserve 
Hernandez’s assets. 

The filing notes another 
claim is being made against 
Hernandez in a Florida lawsuit 
by a friend, Alexander Brad¬ 
ley, who alleges Hernandez 
shot him in the face after they 
argued outside a Miami club in 
Februaiy. 

Meanwhile, police are in¬ 
vestigating the death of a Con¬ 
necticut woman with ties to 
Hernandez, the associated press

Review. New looks, new 
platform, but the same...

It has a lot of new in it, on it and 
under it, but unless you’re real¬ 
ly paying attention, you might 
not realize it. 

On the surface, you have 
to wonder about the time and 
money spent to build the 2014 
Kia Soul, but it’s really no dif¬ 
ferent than with brands such 
as Mini that spend millions 
on a new car that looks much 
the same as before. That’s “the 
brand” after all. 

The Mini has more histoiy 
than the Soul, but the Soul is 
no less unique and there is a 
certain cachet about it. Only a 
handful of models have tried to 
match the Soul’s artful shape 
since it arrived for the 2011 
model year. 

For the mid-cycle refresh, 
Kia’s California and Korea- 
based design teams used the 
2012 Traclc’ster concept show 
vehicle as a starting point. 
They did tone down that bit 
of zaniness (a two-door wagon 
doesn’t cut it out in the real 
world), but a number of shape- 
shifting elements were passed 
along to the 2014 Soul. The 
Soul’s overall packaging has 
also been upsized a bit. The 
distance between the front and 
rear wheels increases by about 

2.5 centimetres while about 
1.5-centimetres has been added 
to the width. 

These changes, along with 
a slight body-height reduction, 
give the Soul a more planted ap¬ 


pearance. On the practical side, 
cargo space has been increased 
slightly (with the rear seats up 
or folded flat) and the liftgate 
opening is now six centimetres 
wider. 

The added size comes from a 
new platform that’s larger and 
considerably stiffer (by 29 per 
cent). Combined with a numer¬ 
ous suspension revisions, Kia 
claims the 2014 Soul is quieter 
and has an improved ride that 
performs more smoothly over 
bumps and undulations. 

Also adding to the cabin’s al¬ 
lure is a thoroughly revised and 
upgraded dashboard, control 
panel and seat coverings. Near¬ 
ly all of the plasticity bits are 
now covered in/replaced with 
soft-touch materials, as are the 
door panels. The steering wheel 
resembles a game-console con¬ 
troller, but at least the controls 
are large enough to be activated 
by average-sized digits. 

Both of the Soul’s four- 
cylinder engine choices return 
for 2014, albeit in slightly re¬ 
vised form. The base 1.6-litre 
unit is rated at 130 horsepower 
and 118 pound-feet of torque 
(previously 138/123), while the 
optional 2.0-litre four-cylinder 
returns with the same 164 
horsepower as before, but with 
a slight increase in torque. Kia 
says both powerplants make 
more torque in lower rev 
ranges for better around-town 
performance. 

With an $18,700 starting 
price (including destination 
charges), the base Soul LX cov¬ 
ers the basics, but includes 
heated outside mirrors, six- 
speaker audio system and 
Bluetooth short-range wireless 
networking. 

Along with the larger en-

Design 


In front, a revised “bull¬ 
dog” nose and enlarged 
grille adds greater defin¬ 
ition, while at the oppos¬ 
ite end the Track’ster-in- 
spired boomerang-shaped 
taillights appear to be 
floating inside the rear 
glass, as does the rear 
body panel built into 
the liftgate. The effect is 
simply brilliant. 


Fuel economy 


The 1.6 comes with a six- 
speed manual transmission 
or optional six-speed auto¬ 
matic, but the 2.0 is only 
available with the auto¬ 
matic. The 1.6 is rated at 

6.5 1/100 1cm in the city and 

8.6 on the highway with 
the manual gearbox (6.6/8.5 
with the automatic).

Like your phone, the Ap¬ 
pRadio 3 touch-screen unit has 
a few hard buttons for tactile 
maneuvering and a big, vivid 
touch screen for everything 
else. 

Out of the box, AppRadio 
3 delivers the latest Bluetooth 
integration for hands-free 
calling and audio streaming, 
a built in radio tuner, avail¬ 
able CD, iPod integration and 
more. 

All functions are manipu¬ 
lated on the big, bright touch 
screen via the same slide, 
swipe, pinch and flick gestures 
you’re familiar with from your 
smartphone. 

I could stream internet 
radio stations, place, accept 
and dismiss phone calls, and 
easily browse my phone’s 
music playlist, while said 
phone was gobbling up deli¬ 
cious electrons recharging in 
the glovebox. 


Got an iPhone? Once Blue¬ 
tooth pairing is complete, driv¬ 
ers benefit from integrated 
voice-command functionality, 
as Sir! is migrated into the Ap¬ 
pRadio 3 unit.

For the most appealing

Available apps at the time 
of writing included various 
web browsers, media players, 
navigation interfaces, inter¬ 
net radio tuners and the like. 


These apps link between your 
data-equipped smartphone 
and the AppRadio 3 screen for 
a fully integrated experience. 

I enjoyed the in-car browser 
app for its ability to play back 
media on the large screen and 
use the vehicle’s stereo system 
when I wanted to show my 
friends some funny internet 


videos. Other available apps 
even deliver performance me¬ 
ters and data displays for your 
vehicle’s engine, right on the 
screen. That’s only the begin¬ 
ning — as the available apps 
expand in number and genre, 
the system will only get better. 

Your writer left the Ap¬ 
pRadio 3 impressed, mostly, 
with the access to the voice- 
command system from his 
smartphone and its ability to 
provide calling, texting and 
other functions in a hands¬ 
free, eyes-free manner with¬ 
out learning a new voice inter¬ 
face. 

Complaints? Some of the 
apps cost a buck or two, some 
even more than that, and se¬ 
lection is currently limited. In¬ 
itial setup and familiarity with 
the AppRadio 3’s operation 
can be difficult or frustrating 
for less electronics-sawy users 
like your writer. 

End of the day, this unit is a 
worthy way to access full Blue¬ 
tooth functionality, hands¬ 
free voice-command, and get 
a great big, easy-to-use screen 
into your ride from about 
$430.

Chevy believes the ver¬ 
satile Colorado will rival 
the popular small pickups 
from Toyota and Nissan, 
and appeal to people 
with active lifestyles who 
aren’t interested in a car 
or a full-size truck.

(according to Chevy), the 
Colorado will initially offer 
a 2.5-litre four-cylinder and 
a 3.6-litre V6.

Truck models only) and a 
2.8-litre turbo-diesel option 
will be added to the Colo¬ 
rado catalogue for the 2016 
model year.

of some futuristic sci-fi 
looking model designs — 
with its FCEV. This creative 
concept is powered by a 
hydrogen fuel “stack” that 
converts hydrogen to elec¬ 
tricity. Instead of plugging 
in at night as you might 
with a battery powered 
car, you just make sure the 
tank is full of hydrogen 
and you’re good to go. No 
“range anxiety,” as long as 
there’s hydrogen around. 
Honda plans to have it 
ready for production and 
launch sometime in 2015. 
And with an eye to the 
longer-term, Ford pulled 
the curtain on its Edge 
concept, which is a vehicle 
that takes a couple more 
steps toward full vehicle 
autonomy with its use 
of ultrasonic sensors.

Just as the weather changes 
from summer to winter, so 
does gasoline. Stations are 
now selling winter gas, spe¬ 
cially blended for the season. 

“Winter gas can have a 
higher RVP, or Reid Vapor 
Pressure,” says Wayne 
Moorehead, marketing 
manager for Canadian Tire 
Petroleum. “That is a meas¬ 
urement of the volatility of 
the fuel, and how subject it 
is to evaporation. In winter, 
you want a fuel that has 
higher volatility, because 
it’s easier for the vehicle to 
start.” 

But there’s more to it 
than that, and it comes 
down to government-man¬ 
dated emissions standards. 
There are several places 
where gasoline vapours can 
enter the atmosphere: at 
the station when you’re fill¬ 
ing up, out of the filler neck 
if your gas cap isn’t tight, 


Tips 


• Manual. Go by the octane 
recommendation in your 
owner's manual. If you only 
need 87 -octane regular 
fuel, there's no need to use 
premium. 

• Location, location. Be 
smart when fuel-shopping. 
You'll burn up a few cents 
difference if the cheaper sta¬ 
tion is far away, or there's a 
long line at the pumps. 


and possibly out of the tail¬ 
pipe, if small amounts of 
unburned fuel make their 
way back there. 

Gasoline evaporates 
faster when the outside 
temperature is hot. A fuel 
with lower RVP—one that’s 
refined specifically to evap¬ 
orate more slowly—is less 
likely to send harmful 
emissions into the air, and 
so the mandated standards 
require refineries to make 
lower-RVP fuel for sale dur¬ 
ing the summer months. 

However, lower-RVP fuel 
requires a different refin¬ 
ing process. It’s costlier 
to make, and Moorehead 
says it’s tougher to produce 
the large quantities of fuel 
needed in winter. Since 
gasoline naturally evapor¬ 
ates more slowly at cold 


temperatures, the emis¬ 
sions standards allow for 
higher-RVP fuel to be sold 
in the winter. 

When it’s cold out, some 
drivers worry about their 
fuel freezing up. However, 
it’s far less of a problem 
now that cars have fuel in¬ 
jection, rather than carbur¬ 
etors, which were far more 
likely to experience issues 
with their fuel lines icing 
up. 

Keeping your fuel tank 
full will help prevent water 
in the gas, which is the 
stuff that freezes. “Drive 
on the top half of the 
tank, not the bottom half,” 
Moorehead says. 

“A fuller tank has less 
area for condensation 
to take place, and hav¬ 
ing more fuel will spread 
out any water that is in 
there. People should also 
make sure the fuel cap fits 
properly, too. If you have 
a loose cap and it’s not 
sealed properly, there’s an 
opportunity for moisture 
to get in.” 

That full tank could also 
help ensure your safety. 
Cars generally get poorer 
mileage in the winter, and 
if the weather turns bad 
or traffic backs up, your 
commute could take much 
longer than normal. If your 
tank is close to empty, you 
could run out of gas and be 
left stranded.
